A Letter of the 26th ult. N.S. from Madrid fays, 
that the Governor of Porto Bello is expected in Spain, 
where he will b= profecuted by rhe Court for the bad 
Defence he made of that Place, there being a heavy 
Charge againft him in feveral Accounts fent from 
America; and that “tis not doubted but Admiral Ver- 
non had a Correfpondence in that Place, the fame 
having been confirm'd by the Efcape of fome Inhabi- 
tants from Porro Bello who correfponded with him.
